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TO  THE  STROUD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1897,  which,  I  may 
say,  is  of  a  favourable  character,  although  the  death  rate  is  rather 
higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  A  larger  number  of  deaths 
took  place  among  old  people. 

The  Infantile  rate  does  not  show  any  increase,  and  should  be 
still  lower  than  it  is,  as  the  analysis  of  the  causes  would  indicate 
that  some  are  the  result  of  preventable  affections. 

The  Uncertified  Deaths  require  no  special  remark  beyond  noting 
the  mortality  from  “  Probable  ”  Causes.  Something  more  definite 
might  be  given  by  having  a  Medical  opinion  in  doubtful  cases. 

The  Zymotic  Rate  of  mortality  compares  favourably  with  those 
of  previous  years,  and  has  been  slowly  and  gradually  becoming 
less.  Were  it  not  for  the  preventable  forms  of  this  class  it  would 
be  much  lower  and  affect  the  several  rates  accordingly. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Population  to  the  end  of  the  past  year  estimated  for 
increase  is  about  30,226. 

During  that  period  661  Births  were  recorded —343  males, 
318  females.  A  rate  of  21*2  per  1,000  of  population. 

“^444  Deaths  were  registered — males  205,  females  239,  including 
26  in  the  Workhouse,  12  males,  14  females,  and  10  in  the  Hospital 
— males  4,  females  6 — giving  a  rate  of  14 '6  per  1,000. 

The  Rate  for  last  year  was  12*8  per  1,000  living. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  all  England  and  Wales  were 
297  and  17*4  per  1,000  respectively.

A  curious  coincidence  that  within  two  the  same  number  of 
deaths  in  this  Class  was  recorded  for  the  past  three  years,  and  the 
comparative  death  rate  about  the  same. 
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Uncertified  Deaths. 

12  are  recorded,  a  rate  of  2*7  per  cent,  of  total  deaths.  So 
many  in  this  class  of  deaths  should  not  occur  unless  under  excep 
tional  circumstances,  being-  usually  the  result  of  either  wilful  neglect 
or  ignorance,  too  often  the  former.

From  the  large  and  important  class  of  Notifiable  Infectious 
Diseases  82  cases  were  recorded  and  6  deaths,  a  rate  of  1  *3  per 
cent,  of  deaths  and  0*19  per  1,000  of  population. 

For  all  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  2*15  per  1,000  living. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Was  not  answerable  for  any  deaths.  30  cases  were  notified, 
generally  of  a  mild  form.  10  Parishes  and  one  School  were 
affected. 

Diphtheria. 

23  cases  were  notified  and  4  deaths.  One  case  at  Hamwell 
Leaze,  Cainscross.  The  Hamlet  specially  reported  the  last  two  years 
as  being  in  a  very  unsanitary  state  with  reference  to  drainage  and 
water  supply,  &c.  (The  Stroud  Water  Company  are  now  supplying 
the,  houses  with  Chalford  Water.) 
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At  Cranham  5  cases  were  notified  (no  death).  The  first  case 
is  supposed  to  have  come  from  outside  this  District.  Water  supply 
and  sanitary  state  good. 

Six  cases  at  Ryeford,  Stonehouse,  were  specially  reported  in 
July  last.  The  first  supposed  to  have  been  contracted  previous 
to  entering-  this  District.  (Two  deaths.) 

Membranous  Croup. 

A  form  of  Diphtheria,  caused  2  deaths,  one  at  Painswick,  the 
other  at  Hamwell  Leaze,  specially  reported. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid. 

Eight  cases  were  notified,  1  Cainscross,  2  Ebley,  1  Painswick 
(death),  1  Cranham,  2  Thrupp.  This  last  named  place  has  been 
often  reported  for  its  general  unsanitary  state,  defective  drainage, 
water  supply,  &c. ,  and  sometimes  the  habits  of  the  people 
aggravate  it.  Water  and  milk  supplies  are  carefully  investigated 
in  all  places  affected. 

Erysipelas. 

17  cases  generally  of  an  Idiopathic  character.  Sanitary  defects 
sometimes  account  for  this  complaint. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Two  cases.  One  of  a  septic  character.

Non-Notifiable  Zymotic  Diseases  Caused  26  Deaths. 

One  of  Measles.  The  notification  of  this  disease  has  been 
suggested,  but  being  infective  three  or  four  days  before  the  rash 
appears  it  would  be  comparatively  useless  as  a  preventive,  and  very 
costly  to  carry  out,  but  isolation  at  home  should  be  practised  as  an 
advantage  to  both  the  patient  and  the  family,  for  the  longer  the 
person  mixes  with  others  the  greater  the  infection  likely. 

Three  Schools  were  closed  owing  to  Measles,  one  to  Diph¬ 
theria  and  three  to  an  epidemic  of  mumps. 


Whooping  Cough 

Caused  19  deaths,  9  under  1  year  and  10  under  5. 


Diarrhcea 

Caused  six  deaths  in  Infants. 


Influenza 

Was  the  cause  of  eight  deaths.  One  child  under  five  years, 
and  seven  persons  upwards  of  five. 
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This  complaint  has  been  very  prevalent.  Climatic  conditions 
during-  the  latter  part  of  the  year  being  the  probable  cause. 

Drainage. 

The  Drainage  of  those  parts  of  the  District  requiring  it  is 
still  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

The  Urban  District  of  Nailsworth  has  declined  to  join  in  the 
scheme,  preferring  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  sewage 
disposal. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  of  all  the  Districts  is  much  the  same  as 
previously  reported. 

The  Chalford  Company  are  still  extending  their  mains. 

Some  of  the  houses  on  the  hills  have  rain-water  tanks  under¬ 
ground,  and  they  get  a  fairly  good  supply  of  wholesome  water 
away  from  aerial  contamination.  A  cottage  of  30  feet  by  15  yields 
about  8,010  gallons,  about  21 -94  gallons  a  day. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  Small  Pox  at  Stancombe  is  in 
good  order  and  ready  at  short  notice  to  receive  patients,  and  the 
water  supply  is  increased  by  the  addition  of  an  underground  tank 
to  collect  roof  water,  and  holds  2,900  gallons.

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The  Insanitary  state  of  various  parts  of  the  district  were 
reported  to  you,  and  in  some  instances,  great  improvement  made, 
but  the  town  of  Painswick  is  still  in  a  very  bad  state.  It  has  no 
proper  system  of  sewerage,  and  the  water  in  most  of  the  wells  is 
polluted  by  organic  matter.  In  my  opinion,  there  should  be  no 
delay  in  providing  the  inhabitants  of  this  town  with  a  sufficient 
supply  of  wholesome  water  for  domestic  purposes,  and  to  take  such 
other  steps  necessary  to  put  the  place  in  a  good,  sanitary  condition.

In  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  precautions  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  an  increase  of  cases.  The  instructions  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  have  been  fulfilled  respecting  the  Schools  under 
supervision,  and  also  in  18  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  4  cases  of 
Typhoid,  11  cases  of  Diphtheria,  2  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  1  case 
of  Membranous  Croup  and  6  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

Three  deaths  occurring  the  interments  were  effected  within  the 
prescribed  time  with  due  precautions, 
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The  proper  disinfection  and  purification  of  the  premises  have 
been  completed,  and  due  reports  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  action  taken.  I  have  supplied  disinfectants  in  necessitous 
cases. 


Visits  have  been  made  in  company  with  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  Investigations  made  respecting  the  supplies  of  water 
throughout  the  District. 

Action  has  been  taken  to  ensure  the  keeping  of  Dairies,  Stores, 
and  Cowsheds  clean  and  in  good  order  upon  the  suggestion  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Bakehouses  and  places  for  the  preparation  of  food  have  been 
inspected  and  improved. 

Slaughter-houses  have  been  periodically  re-washed  and  cleansed. 

Certificates  respecting  satisfactory  water  supplies  have  been 
issued  to  owners  previous  to  the  occupation  of  the  dwellings,  with 
the  exception  in  one  case  of  Edward  Beavis,  of  Rodborough, 
against  whom  proceedings  were  taken,  and  a  fine  and  costs  imposed, 
to  the  amount  of  £2  14s.  od.,  for  a  breach  of  the  Public  Health 
Water  Acts. 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  against  Charles  Jefferies,  of  Ebley, 
for  keeping  animals  so  as  to  be  a  Nuisance.  An  Order  was  obtained 
with  costs  and  compliance  to  the  Order  was  made. 

Arrangements  are  carried  out  for  the  disposal  of  House  Refuse 
at  Stonehouse.  New  connections  have  been  made  to  the  Stone- 
house  Main  Sewers. 


The  ventilation  of  the  means  of  Drainage  at  Avenue  Terrace, 
Stonehouse,  through  enforcement,  have  been  improved. 

A  portion  of  new  pipe  sewer  has  been  provided  at  Ebley,  and 
improved  ventilation  and  other  work  has  been  completed  to  the 
means  of  Drainage  near  the  Ship  Inn,  Brimscombe. 

The  Sewage  Tank  at  Minchinhampton  has  received  attention. 

The  Regulations  under  the  Petroleum  Act  have  been  complied 
with.
